A  few  pail  closets  are  still  in  existence  in  the  Little  Stoke  area 
pending  extension  of  the  sevYer, 

Public  Cleansing. 

During  the  year  the  Council  replaced  their  horse  driven  collection 
vehicles  by  an  electric  vehicle  and  petrol  driven  lorry.  This  has 
considerably  improved  the  efficiency" and  speed  of  tovm  Refuse 
Collection*  A  tank  trailer  v/as  also  purchased  and  converted  for 
carrying  night  soil  and  gulley  content.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD, 

Milk  Supply. 

Applications  for  renewal  of  licences  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  were  granted  in  all 
cases. 

Ice  Cream. 

No  ne\i  applications  for  registration  were  received  and  inspection 
of  existing  premises  proved  satisfactory. 

Pood  Premises. 

Regular  inspections  of  food  premises  have  been  made  under  Section 
14  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Cleanliness  was  at  a 
remarkably  high  standard.  Complaints  were,  hov/ever,  received  about 
the  difficulty  of  providing  restricted  necessities  such  as  soap  and 
tov/els.  The  matter  is  being  taken  up  strongly  with  higher 
authorities  and  their  observations  are  now  av/aited. 

Meat  and  Pood  Inspection. 

A  reported  case  of  unsoundness  of  fish  was  investigated  and 
proved  to  be  unfounded. 


All  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  Central  Slaughterhouse, 
under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood.  A  total  number  of  2o8 
visits  Were  made  during  the  year.  The  following  table  shews  the 
number  of  carcases  inspected  and  condemned.
